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Disposable Running Chips Make a Hit 

41st Mattapoisett Road Race

Another Mattapoisett Road Race went off without 
a hitch, said first-time Road Race coordinator Bill Tilden. 
The 41st annual run through the village on July 4 saw 
some overcast skies and a beautiful mist over the harbor. 

For Mr. Tilden, an athletic director for Old 
Rochester Regional, the experience was "an absolute 
blast''. 'T had never worked at the top,'' he said. "Things 
worked out very good this year." 

Along with the new leadership, the race saw one 
other change: participants were abuzz at the start of the 
race, talking about the disposable running chip. 

In years past, the chip, which provides a runner 
with an official race time, was located in a band around 
the ankle. The runner's official times, prior to 2011, could 
be off by as much as two to five minutes, since runners 
at the back would not actually make it over the start line 
until the crowd had moved forward. This year, the chip 
- which was disposable and located in the paper number 
over the runner's abdomen - didn't register a start time 
for the runner until it was passed over the start line. 

Besides providing a more accurate result, said 
longtime event volunteer Danny White, the chip made 
result-gathering a lot easier without "corralling" runners 
at the finish line to collect ankle chips. "That made all 
the difference in the world," he said, adding that nobody 
liked to have to "take off those sweaty ankle chips".

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Other event volunteers agreed that the new chip 
location was a hit among the runners who registered. 
"This is high-tech stuff for Mattapoisett," said volunteer 
Ellen Flynn. 

With safety in mind, Mr. Tilden said that the 
delayed start time for people at the back of the race 
reduced crowding and urgency to get over the start 
line for the sake of a race time. Slightly increased late- 
registration fees offset the slight cost increase for the 
disposable chip, he said. 

1,040 people registered for the race and about 
975 people completed the course. The winner of the male 
division was 16-year-old Jonathan Green of Berlin, MA, 
and the top female runner was 21-year-old Alice Binns of 
Boston, MA. The top winners of each category are listed 
on page 68 of this issue, for a complete list of race results, 
visit Racewire.com and search "Mattapoisett Road Race".

Men Cook for a Cause

If you smell something particularly appetizing 
waft toward you this Sunday night, it may be a special 
fundraiser in swing at Shipyard Park. 

The event. Men Who Cook, puts the spatulas, 
spoons, pots and pans into the hands of men, who 
are mainly chefs and caterers - all for the benefit of 
women. Specifically, the event raises funds for the 
Women's Center, a New Bedford nonprofit that offers 
free confidential and confidential counseling, education, 
outreach, referrals and resources for survivors of domestic 
violence, sexual assault and child trauma from Swansea 
to Wareham. The event this Sunday marks the first time it 
has taken place on the Mattapoisett wharf. 

Although the event is more than 20 years 
strong, it has evolved and changed over time, according 
to Rebecca McCullough, development director at the 
Women's Center. 

In the past, the event featured live food 
cooking demonstrations, but the New Bedford health 
department's concerns regarding food handling led 
to the cancelation of the event in 2008. Since then, Ms. 
McCullough said that local chefs and supporters of the 
Women's Center have been hosting Men Who Cook 
events in their homes. 

However, Ms. McCullough is working to 
resurrect the event into a regular annual fundraiser again. 

'I've been doing things to revamp it to make 
it work with today's health laws, make it something 
that would be fun. When we lost it, we lost not only the

fundraising money, but the one time men could come 
out and support the Women's Center. In that sense, that 
was more of the loss: the camaraderie,'' she said. Unlike 
previous events, the upcoming Men Who Cook event will 
offer food already prepared by male chefs/ caterers to 
address government concerns about live food handling. 

One chef who is leading about a half a dozen men 
in the fundraising effort is Mattapoisett restaurateur Chef 
Wayne Gibson. 

"Fve done several Men Who Cook events in 
Providence, and now in Mattapoisett my wife and I do as 
much as we can to support the community. It allows me 
to benefit people beyond me who need help," Mr. Gibson 
said. The chef will bring barbecued food including pulled 
pork and chicken, as well as coleslaw and cornbread, to 
the fundraiser. 

Chef Colby Rottler, a retired corporate man- 
turned chef who runs his own food company in 
Mattapoisett, also is joining in the cause. Chef Rottler in 
particular will provide desserts - raisin bite cookies and 
chocolate truffles - a ''decadent" dish that wraps mixed 
Oreo cookies and cream cheese dipped in chocolate and 
covered in raspberries. 

"I've been involved with the Women's Center for 
a long time," said Chef Rottler, who has hosted Men Who 
Cook events in his home.

would not hold up over time. 

The structure will be fastened together with 
chicken wire, which she said a local farm donated in 
droves for the project. The skeleton of Ollie - which 
essentially is a trashcan on a wheeled wooden plank - is 
ready to go. Now it just needs the time, dedication and 
creative energy of youngsters to bring the octopus to life. 

"[Participants] will get to use wire cutters, glue 
guns, and we have jobs for everyone in between,'' she 
said. 

Once built, Ollie will in the very least stick 
around for the remainder of the season, although Ms. 
Sherry hopes he will become a long-term fixture in the 
community. 

''We hope it's something we can continue to 
display," she said. 

In the meantime, she said the children and youth 
adult departments of the library continue to thrive. She 
said young patrons will host their first ever thrift sale on 
library grounds during the Harbor Days festival - with 
proceeds directly benefiting the department in the form of 
new furnishings and media for that age group. 

On July 12, the library will host an "Altered 
Book Workshop" at 2:00 pm - teaching participants 
to transform old hardcover books into boxes and 
clocks.

WINGS N' THINGS 
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While the future of the New Bedford-Boston 
commuter rail remains uncertain for many, Mr. Gagne 
is hoping that a car-free commute to the state capital 
may still be possible. In that vein, he is working with 
other communities to explore daily bus service from 
SouthCoast towns to Middleboro, the closest rail station, 
to connect locals to Boston. 

''A lot of people don't go to the Middleboro 
[T-station] because they are not sure they'll find a parking 
spot,'' Mr. Gagne explained, noting that a bus trip would 
save commuters that extra step. 

Specifically, these bus routes would bring 
residents to the Middleboro T-Station and return them 
to their towns in the evening. Three routes currently 
are under consideration: a route from Mattapoisett/ 
Fairhaven/ Acushnet and Freetown, a route from 
Westport/ Dartmouth/ portions of New Bedford, and a 
route from Swansea/ Somerset/ portions of Fall River. 

In Mattapoisett specifically, Mr. Gagne envisions 
a hub at a Park and Ride on North Street. "We could put 
a structure out there, so people can bike from home to 
the Park and Ride. The bikes would be safely out of the 
weather, and residents would not have to take a car," he 
said. 

Mr. Gagne recalled a story from his daughter's 
Danish exchange student, whose mother bikes to the train 
station, takes her bike onboard, and commutes the rest of 
the way by bicycle to her job at a brewery. Although these 
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concepts are popular in Europe, he feels they can gain 
some traction stateside. 

" K lot of people like the idea. We've talked with 
a lot of groups. . . Fm a believer in the rail and I think this 
would be a good experience to get us cycled up in these 
more densely, semi-urbanized areas,'' he said. 

In addition to commuters, seniors also could 
benefit from the new bus routes to the T-station, Mr. 
Gagne said. The town administrator has met with Council 
on Aging Directors in local communities for their support. 
Many of these directors have joined him at various Board 
of Selectmen meetings, where Mr. Gagne has requested 
endorsement for the idea.

Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) will be contacted to 
design and explore the idea, with the intention that a 
proposal be made to the Southeastern Regional Transit 
Authority. Such an analysis would evaluate costs, 
investigate possible hub points, and assess whether towns 
desire such a service. 

"It is [our] hope [that] this idea will be found 
to be workable and will be the precursor to a future 
bus transit system from the rural towns that will bring 
passengers into the New Bedford terminal when train 
service starts from Boston,'' Mr. Gagne stated in a letter 
seeking Westport's support 

In other green business, Mr. Gagne is 
investigating the installation of photovoltaic solar panels 
on Mattapoisett's landfill at Tinkham Hill Road. Efforts to 
install panels at Old Hammondtown fell through last year 
due to concerns about the need to remove the panels if the 
schools old roofs needed work. 

''We're definitely very serious about it," he said, 
noting that preliminary estimates show that enough 
energy should be generated to cover municipal power 
needs. 

Mr. Gagne said he is putting out a Request for 
Proposals within the next couple of months to get bids on 
such a project.

energy still remained a priority, as recently the Great Hill 
property was investigated as a possible site for a new 
wind turbine. However, due to outcry from neighbors - 
dozens of whom attended committee meetings to halt the 
project - the project was effectively abandoned. 

''It was becoming clear that it would not be easy 
sell. It would require many years to go through legal 
proceedings,'' David Pierce, Marion Energy Management 
Committee chairman, said of the ordeal. 

During the Great Hill wind turbine meeting, one 
attendee suggested that the committee not only focus 
on harnessing new energy sources but look at managing 
energy use as a whole. The idea took hold, leading to 
the latest name change: Marion Energy Management 
Committee. 

"Our thrust had always been the production of 
energy. But we thought perhaps we are overlooking the 
important consideration of energy conservation, and the 
need to reduce energy dependence as we are looking 
at energy production," Mr. Pierce said. He said while 
the appointed group has prioritized finding energy 
sources to run the town of Marion, "the feeling had been 
running strong" to expand its focus to offer energy-saving 
suggestions to homeowners as well. 

To help with the broadened focus and to handle 
the high volume of work the committee deals with, 
Mr. Pierce said the decision was made to expand the 
committee membership from five to seven.

Tabor Academy Bldg. Permits Denied

All work on a seven-acre ballfield on Front Street 
is on hold after Marion Building Commissioner Scott 
Shippey denied six building permits and ordered the 
school to stop construction on June 30. 

Despite rumors swirling around Marion, Tabor 
Academy was not technically issued a "cease and desist" 
letter for work at a Front Street backstop, Mr. Shippey 
said. 

"It's a letter of denial for their building permit 
applications," said Mr. Shippey. "All work had to cease. 
If they had continued to work the next day, then I 
would have had to issue a cease and desist." Since Tabor 
Academy stopped the work after the letter was issued, 
the cease and desist was rendered unnecessary. "They are 
compliant," Mr. Shippey added. "They were not working 
the next day." If work had continued. Tabor would have 
been responsible for a $300 per day fine. 

In the letter, Mr. Shippey informed Tabor 
Academy that according to local bylaws, he was not 
authorized to issue building permits for the backstop 
currently under construction.

Petitioners had gathered in front of the Marion 
post office on Front Street last Thursday to collect 
signatures in a push to ask the town to stop construction 
at the site.

one petitioning resident, Mark Waniga, w^ho said that 
residents w^ere really concerned about the use of "crumb 
rubber'' in the field as well.

Our group's reasons for taking this action were 
varied, but my personal concerns included starting an 
honest conversation between Tabor Academy and the 
Town of Marion and its citizens (without the cloak of the 
Dover Amendment) regarding the true nature, scope and 
scale of the redevelopment of the Tabor Athletic Field. 

Some of the concerns regarding the Tabor project 
voiced by Marion residents during my collection of 
signatures included the size and scale of the project, 
public safety, parking, the addition of four nine-story 
(90 foot) lighting towers to the project, light and noise

historic trees and the transformation of an open grass field 
within the Town center into a cement, steel and artificial 
turf sports complex. 

I personally embrace all these concerns but must 
admit the introduction of several acres of artificial turf 
and its primary component "crumb rubber" not only 
into the Town of Marion but also into a wetlands area 
and a known coastal flood zone are what I found most 
disturbing about the project. Study after study shows 
crumb rubber is toxic to human life and highly toxic to 
marine life and easily leaches and travels during a rain, 
storm water or snow melt event. For further information 
on crumb rubber, please Google "What is crumb rubber?" 
or "The toxic effects of crumb rubber". 

For those readers that may not have access to a 
computer, I would like to offer a brief sample of crumb 
rubber study summaries easily found on the first page 
of a Google search. From the City of New York: "...DEP 
concludes that there is a potential risk to surface waters 
and aquatic organisms associated with whole effluent 
and zinc toxicity of storm water runoff from artificial 
turf fields." From the Canadian Coastal Marine Resource 
Center: In a study examining three tires with varying 
degrees of wear immersed in water, "the water from 
both the new and used tire... contain [ed] toxic lethate 
and proved fatal to rainbow trout." From the Center 
for Disease Control: "Recent tests by the New Jersey 
Department of Health and Senior Services (NJDHSS)

The Ward. Starring Amber Heard and Jared Harris. 
Directed by John Carpenter. Running time: 90 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. Available on demand on cable, or in select 
theaters starting July 8. 

Hoo, boy. The Ward, John Carpenter's first feature film 
in ten years, isn't completely awful; it is, at most, better than 
Ghosts of Mars. But if you're a longtime Carpenter fan counting 
the minutes until you get to see it on VOD/in theaters/on Blu- 
ray/whatever, scale those expectations down. A whole lot. 

Believe me, I don't want to be saying this. The man 
has given us — especially during the years he was really on 
fire, 1976 to, let's say, 1988 — one classic after another, and 
not just in the horror genre. Once upon a time, John Carpenter 
made the coolest movies around. That director, I fear, is long 
gone. He's made no secret of the fact that after Ghosts of Mars, 
and probably during its difficult production, he lost it — his 
passion for the work, his reason for doing it, everything. He 
gained some of it back, he said, with his two Masters of Horror 
episodes. But The Ward feels like the work of a man who'd 
just as soon be kicking back watching basketball. Or a man 
with bills to pay. It's certainly not the work of an old master in 
it to prove something to the torture-porn youngsters, and it's 
absolutely not the work of the youngster who made Halloween. 
Either way, there's no passion here, no hunger. John Carpenter 
made this film because the script came his way and he was 
kinda sorta in the mood to say "Action" again — that's pretty 
much what it feels like. 

A good part of the blame for The Ward rests on the 
shoulders of the writers, Michael and Shawn Rasmussen, who 
have cobbled up a cliche-ridden thriller set in an all-female 
psychiatric ward in 1966 (why 1966?). Kristen (Amber Heard) 
bums down a farmhouse at the beginning, then is whisked off 
to the ward, where strange things start happening. There's a 
spectral presence in the ward, a very corporeal ghost from the 
looks of it — it can appear and disappear at will, and it can 
touch you and kill you. Kristen's wardmates, like the quirkily 
crazy Emily (Mamie Gummer) and the infantile Zoey (Laura- 
Leigh), won't talk about this presence, who we gather is named 
Alice and is out for revenge. 

And guess what, none of this matters because it 
all builds up to another damn twist ending that invalidates 
everything we've tried hard to invest ourselves in despite the 
script's incompetence. While we wait. The Ward gives us. 





I completely without irony, 
stereotypes older than dust. 
The Stern, Forbidding 
Nurse. The Skeevy Orderly. 
The Shrink Who May 
or May Not Be a Creep 
I (Jared Harris). And about 
midway through there's 
a scene where all the girls dance to some dorky '60s song 
and it's unquestionably the lamest thing I've ever seen in a 
John Carpenter film. I think if you watched The Fog and then 
watched this, you'd want to punch yourself in the face a few 
times. Ah, Debra Hill, you are sorely missed. 

Amber Heard is okay here, as she's been okay 
elsewhere; she goes through the mechanics of whatever 
emotions she's playing, sometimes skillfully, but she's not 
really feelin' it and neither am I. She does spend the last act 
of the movie with a hairdo that explicitly calls out Kim Novak 
in Vertigo, which is nice, I guess, though some critics will 
make more of that than is there. As for Carpenter, he stoops 
to "gotcha" moments that even his inferiors have given up 
on, and technically The Ward feels as though it could' ve been 
made by anyone. The poor guy seems all alone out there — 
his peak cinematographer Dean Cundey is long gone, and he 
doesn't even have Gary Kibbe any more; he has no musical 
fingerprints on this thing either. It's as if he went with whatever 
cinematographer and composer weren't doing anything else at 
the time (Yaron Orbach? Mark Kilian?). And there's nobody 
remotely bad-ass here — no Charles Cyphers, no Tom Atkins, 
no Adrienne Barbeau as the nurse, nobody. For Pete's sake, 
Starman was more hardcore than this film. 

Damn it, I do not want to be saying any of this. John 
Carpenter is 63, though he looks a hell of a lot older, and God 
only knows whether he'll bestir himself to direct another movie 
any time soon. The thought of this styleless weak tea possibly 
being his swan song makes me crazy. Whatever else happens. 
Carpenter is not "back." This is not his "comeback." This is not 
recognizably a Carpenter film, except for the (undistinguished) 
wide compositions, which aren't even Panavision. Even Ghosts 
of Mars had some whiff of the former Carpenter — the bad- 
ass anti-heroes, the overbearing metal score — and those who 
actually found something to enjoy in that film might look at The 
Ward and shake their heads sadly. 

I dunno, man; right now I don't want any more films 
with John Carpenter's name on them, if it means that he isn't 
spiritually and creatively in the damn room. If he really just 
wants to sit around and watch basketball and pocket the checks 
from pointless remakes of the remainder of his catalog, maybe 
he should just do that and stop making it harder for us fans to 
remember why we ever got excited by his name on a movie.
